Syria blames mediators 


NEW YORK. July (Agencies) — Syria 
regrets it has not beenconsuhed on proposals 
fox the withdrawal of Palestinian commandos 
from encircled West Beirut. Syrian Informa- 
tion Minister Ahmad Iskander Ahmad said in 
an interview published here Friday. 

Syria has troops in Lebanon, in an Arab 
Deterrent Force sent in at the end of the 
1975-76 civil war. 

"No one has offered us a plan, no-one 
asked us to accept it or reject it," Iskander 
Ahmad said in The New York Times. "We 
heard about it from tbe news agencies.*' 

He also accused the negotiators of tackling 
the problem of Lebanon in reverse. " Instead 
of krekfng at bow the Israeli invaders can be 
evacuated, they are planning the third exodus 
of the Palestinians, afier 1948 (fioro Israel) 
and 1967 (from Jordan),*' be said. 

.Asked if Syria was ptepared to accept 
Palestuiians frdm Lebanon, he said'the q uev- 
.jion shRVld really be, "what right has Israel, 
the invader to ex^l anyone from Leba- 
nonT’ 

On Thursday's warning by Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev, against sending U.S. 
forces to help evacuate the Palestinians, he 
commented that the situation was "very 
complicated, very difficult," with the initia- 
tive in U.S. hands. 

In Geneva, the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refiigees said at least 


5,000 Lebanese and 5.000 Palestinians are 
thought to have sought refuge in Syria since 
tbe Israeli invasion. The Lebanese were 
known to have crossed the border, while the 
Palestinian figure had been indicated by 
unofficial estimates, a spokesman said. 

The high commissioner for refugees. Poul 
Hanling, appealed to all panics to the 
Lebanese conflict to "show moderation and 
avoid actions leading to a new deterioration 
in the situation of the ctvilan population in 
Lebanon." 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union has staned 
what apparentl.v is a major replacement of 
Syrian weapons and equipment destroyed or 
captured by the Israelis in Lebanon. U.S. 
intelligence sources said Thursday. These 
sources said that six Soviet merchant ships 
have unloaded tanks, surface-to-air missiles 
and othe^miliiary ea^rgo in Syrian ports over 
the past two weeks. This was described as a 
bigger total of such Soviet deliveries to Syria 
than in any previous full month this year. 

In Damascus. Syrian newspapers Friday 
welcomed Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev's warning to President Reagan not to 
proceed with a plan to send U.S. marines to 
Lebanon. A/ -AnuA said it was "a call to the 
Arab nation and European peoples as well to 
forestall the danger through a united stand 
against the warmongers of the Pentagon." 
the paper added. 


Wazzan, Habib mull crisis 


BEIRUT. July 9 (AFP) — The political 
deadlock here appeared heading for a break 
Friday with tbe reopening of a crossing bet- 
ween Israeli-besiegpd West Beirut and the 
cit^ eastern sector. 

•An army spokesman in Tel Aviv said 
Syrian and Palestinian forces had opened fire 
with automatic weapons on Israeli portions 
xespectively east and south of Beirut. Israeli 
force responded. 

As the Semaan Gallery crossing reopened. 
Lebanese Premier Shafiq Wazzan left West 
Beirut for the first time in sbe days for talks 
with U.S. special envoy Philip Habib and 
Lebanese President Elias Sarl^. 

An Agence France-Presse reporter said 
Wazzan was the only person Friday to use the 
crossing which is re^rtedly plagued with 
si^iers and which, according to the Lebanese 


army, came under shelling from West Beirut. 
He told Habib of the latest decisions by the 
Lebanese-Palestinian military committee 
which has been meeting in West Beirut to 
work out the details of the mooted Palesti- 
nian evacuation. 

Wasan was relayed the decisions of the 
Arab Nationalists and Lebanon's Muslim 
chiefs on an eventual muitihational force in 
Lebanon. 

Palestinian and other Arab groups here 
disagree with the U.S.. wanting the multina- 
tional force to arrive before a Palestinian 
evacuation and stay on to protea the remain- 
ing popniation of West Beirut. Sources close 
to Wazzan said the presence of such a force 
here would also give a semblance of democ-

22 indicted in Marseilles scandal 


MARSEILLES. July 9 (AP) — Domini- 
que Venturi, once said to be a French under- 
world boss but now apparently running a 
legitimate business, has been charged with 
fraud in a major embezzlement scandal 
involving the town hall of this southern port 
dty. 

A total of 22 persons have now been ofti- 
dally intfiaed in the Marseilles city govern- 
ment scandal, known here as foe "fb^d bfll 
afE^.” Among those accused are 1 3 town 
hall employees and nine managers of real or 
non-existent firms which, like Venturi's, are 
believed to have been used as covers to extort 
funds from foe ci^ authorities. 

Venturi now a 59-year-old businessman, 
was accused in the 1 950s and 1 960s running a 
cigarette smuggling ring. In 1 964, American 
narcotics agents claimed be headed tbe 
"French connection" drug., trafficking net- 
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work. He now owns a building firm which has 
completed a number of contracts for Marseil- 
les. 

His son. Jacques Venturi, was Wednesday 
accused of billing foe port city for non- 
existent work or invoicing at inflated rates 
with the connivance of town hall employees. 
The scandal surfaced earlier this month dur- 
ing an enquiry into the apparent suicide last 
March of Rene Lucet. former regional direc- 
tor of foe French Naional Health Insurance 
Ingram. Foul play has not been ruled out as 
the cause of death. 

Tbe scandal has potentially broad political 
implications since tbe city's Socialist Mayor 
Gaston Defferre. is also France's interior 
minister. French newspapers have noted 
Defferre's friendly relations with Venturi. Sr. 
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LONDON, July 9 (Agencies) — An 
agreement on a Palestinian withdrawal from 
Beirut could be finalized within hours, a 
senior Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) official said here Friday. 

Farouk Kaddoumi, head of the PLO Politi- 
cal Department, told reporters: "There arc 
certain formalities. Seventy percent of the 
agreement is completed ... in the coming 24 
hours it might be flnalized." But Kaddoumi 
said the PLO was still demanding that its 
commandos, besieged by Israeli forces inside 
West Beirut, be allowed to leave by road to 
Syria with all their weapons. "They were 
proposing the commandos go out by sea. We 
rejected that. We have insisted that we have 
got to take all our weapons, heavy or light," 
he said. 

Ships of the U.S. Sixth Fleet are in the 
tasiern Mediterranean but Kaddoumfs 
statement appeared to tule out PLO agree- 
ment to them being used to ferry an estimated 
5.0UU commandos out of Beirut. 

The PLO is also holding out fur a con- 
tinued political presence in Lebanon, which 
Israel has rejected. The timing of the with- 
drawal and the make up of an international 
force to be deployed in Beirut still had to be 
agreed, he said. Kaddoumi, here as part of 
an Arab League delegation, said the PLO 
would have liked to see a United Nations 
force deployed in Beirut to cover the Palesti- 
nian withdrawal. 

President Reagan has agreed in principle 
to send I .OUU troops to take over PLO posi- 
tions in Beirut and a French contingent may 
also participate in the peace force. 

Kaddoumi said at a meeting with reporters 
the following is the five-stage withdrawal 
process. 

*— The maintenance of a ceasefire 

— Disengagement of forces 

— Deployment of the peace '.keeping force 

— An Israel! withdrawal to between five 
and seven kms from Beirut 

— The withdrawal of Palestinian forces 
from Beirut. 

Kaddoumi said the agreement currently 
being negotiated applied only to Beirut and 
not to the forces still active in Israeli- 
occupied South Lebanon or in North Leba- 
non and the eastern Bckaa Valley. 

He said the PLO wanted international 
guarantees for the security of Palestinian 
refugees who would remain behind in camps 
throughout the country. The organization 
was also demanding that PLO commandos 
captured by the Israelis be treated in accor- 
dance with Geneva Conventions governing 
the treatment of prisoners of war. 

" We asked for many things. Thirty percent 
of these things still have to be clarified by the 
Americans," he said. 


Asked what the PLO had offered, he said: 
"All we have agreed is that we will leave 
, Beirut to avoid the destruction of Beirut and 
an expected massacre of civilians." Kad- 
doumi sought to minimize the effect on the 
PLO of the Israeli push into Lebanon and 
said the heavy Palestinian military presence 
there had been to protect the refugee camps. 
" Must of our training camps are in Syria." he 
said. 

Kaddoumi added that the PLO aimed to 
establish its headquarters in Damascus.

If the prohibited 
materials are found in the possession of any 
person, his punishment wifl be severe and 
without tolerafice or mercy, ihe statement 
said. . . . . 

- . Meanwlnle, the Pilgrimage and Endow- 
ments Ministr/s instructions detailed the 
provisions for pilgrimage missions. 
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and foodstuff brought in by pilgrims. The 
instructions also deal with pilgrims* selection 
of their mutawifeen (pilgrimage guides); the 
disuibntion of pilgrims among mutawifeen; 
housing the pilgrims: and forbidding taking 
residence in the holy harams or streets and 
squares. 

Each pilgrim has to pay SR374 to the 
United Agents Bureau: SR284 covers fees 
fatmusawifeen services in Makkab, Madinab 
and Jeddah, as well as luggage transportation 
charges. The remaining SR80 covers housing 
at pilgrims' cities in Jeddah or Yanbu. 

Pilgrims must also make sure that they 
carry an additional SR29S transport in the 
-holy 'places — SR172.SO from Jeddah to 
Madinab to Makkab or Yanbu to Madinah to 
Makkab, SRIOO from Makkah to Arafat to 
Muzdalifa to Mina and back to Makkah, and 
SR23.50 from Jeddah to Makkab and back to 
Jeddah. 

Since accommodation rent is governed by 
agreement between the owner and tenant, 
the ministry draws the guidelines. Accom- 
modation in Makkah would range between 
SR600 and SRl.OOO for the whole period of 
pilgrimage; SR300 to SR500 m Madinah and 
SR] 00 for a tent in Arafat. 

The ministry stressed that pilgrims should 
make -sure that they bring sufCdent money 
for their accommodation- to refrain from 
sleeping in the streets and conform with 
health, traffic and congestion rules. 

Pilgrim ministry's officials, at the King- 
dom’s access points, have the right to check 
that every pilgrim carries the necessary funds. 

Pilgrims will progress toward the holy 
places with their muutwifeen and if they wish 
to vary this route for an acceptable reason 
they must obtain a certificate from their 
mutawifeen to this effect. 

If any pfigrim is forced to change bis return

path, whether by air, sea or land, due to per- 
sonal reasons, that is possible after informing 
the Pil^mage and Endowments Ministry 
Office in Jeddah, the Pilgrimage Undersec- 
retariat in Makkah and the Directorate Gen- 
eral for Pilgrimage Affeirs in Jeddah. How- 
ever, any change requires the approval of the 
Passport Department. 

The ministry's instructions call on each 
company engaged in transporting pilgrims, 
by air, sea or land, to return with all the 


pilgrims they brought into the country. This 
w ill be regulated by the schedule of departure 
for air. sea and land pilgrims. The transport- 
ing companies bear full responsibiltiy of car- 
rying back the pilgrims on iheir return trips. 
They face fines and expenses if they fail to do 
so. 

Vehicles carrying land pilgrims should 
drive on routes and roads specified by Saudi 
Arabian authorities and upon arrival in Mak- 
kah or Madinah they should deliver their pas- 
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sengers to their accommodation places and 
park the vehicles outside the cities. 

Routes followed by land pilgrims will be 
their own responsibilhies. The Saudi Arabian 
Communications Ministry recommended the 
following routes: 

Pilgrims coming from Jordan or through 
the country should drive on the Mandoura 
Road to Halai Amntar, Bier, Tabuk, 
Kleibah, Taima, Kfaaibar, Madinah and 
.Makkah. 

Those coming from Kuwait should ride the 
Kuwait Road to Raqi, Dammatn, Riyadh ahd 
then to Madinah via Qastm Road and to 
Makkah through Jeddah Road or Wadi 
Fatma. They can also proceed from Riyadh to 
Makkah via Taif. 

Iraqis, or pilgrims coming through Iraq, 
should drive from Baghdad to Amman, 
Maan, Mandoura. Halat Ammar, Bier, 
Tabuk Kleibah, Taima, Kbaibar, Madinah 
and Makkah. Another route for Iraqi pil- 
grims include the Jadidat Arar, Arar, Sekaka, 
Jaw. Kleiba. Khaibar, Madinah and Makkah 
Road. 

Pilgrims from Qatar, the United Arab 
Emirates and Oman should pursue the road 
from Salwax to Hofuf to Riyadh and then to 
Madinah or directly to Makkah. 

Pilgrims from North Yemen should come 
through the Hodaidah, Jizan, Abha, Taif and 
Makkah Road, while pilgrims from South 
Yemen could process through North Yemen 
or a semi-asphalied road from Wadea, to 
Sharoura and Najtan and then an asphalted 
road from Dhahran, Janoub to Khamis 
Mushait to Abha to Taif and Makkah. 

On the arrival and departure schedule, the 
instructions pointed out that the final date for 
granting pilgrimage visas in by the Kingdom's 
embassies will be Sept. 13 and Ihe last date 
for allow'ing pilgrimage vehicles into the 
Kingdom will be Sept. 18. For pilgrims arriv- 
ing by sea, the deadline for those arriving in 
Yanbu will be Sept. 13 and in Jeddah Sept. 
1 8. Meanwhile, Sept. 22 will be the final date 
for allowing pilgrimage planes to arrive at 
Jeddah's King Abdul Aziz International Air- 
port.

PLO invites Red Cross 
chief to visit Beirut 


BEIRUT. July V (.Agencies) — Chairman 
of rhe Palcsiinc Liberaiion Urgani7arian 
Yasser Arafai has invited the president of the 
League of the Red Cross to visit Beirut and 
investigate violations of the Geneva Conven- 
tion by the Israeli invaders, a Red Cross 
spokesman said. The invitation was passed on 
to League President Enrique de La Mata, 
who is also president of the Spanish Red 
Cross, by the PLO office in Madrid. 

in Tel Aviv. Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin replied Thursday to a message from 
President Reagan asking him (0 suspend the 
blockade of food supplies for Beirut and 
allow the city to stock up on water. Israeli 
radio reported. The radio said that Begin 
denied that the Israeli forces were cutting 
either food or water to Beirut. 

Meanwhile. Egypt was continuing consul' 
laiions with the United Slates and keeping 
abreast of developments in U.S. special 
envoy Philip Habib's talks in Lebanon. Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Alisaid 
in Cairo Thursday. Ali said consultations 
were also underway with the PLO to 
determine its views on proposed solutions to 
the Lebanese crisis. 

In Cairo, former Portuguese Prime Minis- 
ter Mario Soares was quoted Friday as saying 
that Israeli troops had refused to let him enter 
West Beirut on a fact-finding mission. The 
newspaper A/ GojnAit/ia reported the Soares 
had received an invitation from Arafat. 

AIGomhuria reported that Soares had met 
with PLO members outside Lebanon, and 
other concerned parlies, and would present 


his report lu former West German Chancel- 
lor Willy Brandi, presidcni of the Socialist 
International. Suaics met Thursday with

in another development. Lebanon's chief 
prosecutor said about 190 criminals wiU 
shortly be released from prison in West 
Beirut because their physical safety from 
Israeli bombings cannot be ensured. The pris- 
oners to be released include between 50 and 
60 accused murderers, according to an earlier 
Kport. The measure may be e.xtended to 
prisoners in East Beirut as well, it was learned 
from legal sources. 

Tehran radio, monitored in London, said 
Iran Thursday urged the Lebanese 
authorities to step up their search for Iranian 
diplomat Mobsen Mousavi who was kidnap- 
ped in East Beirut Sunday. The radio quoted 
a foreign ministry statement that said 
Mousavi. charge d'affaires at Iran's mission 
in Lebanon, had been detained in the pres- 
ence of Lebanese police. “The Lebanese 
authorities are responrible for the consequ- 
ences and they should do their best to free 
Mousavi." the ministry said. 

At the United Nations, an official said the 
U.N. Children’s Fund is working to help 
970.000 children and mothers kft homeless 
by the fighting in Lebanon. &id El Azem. its 
chief of information for the eastern Mediter- 
ranean region, told reporters 910.000 were 
without shelter in their home regions of 
South Lebanon and Beirut and 60.000 had 
been displaced from those areas to the Bekaa 
Valley and the Baalbek region.

PLO advised to hang on to Beirut Four executed 


CAIRO. July 9(AP) — A major Egyptian 
newspaper is urging Palestinians to hang 
on to West Beirut until Israel recognizes 
Palestinian rights. 

The semi-official Al Ahnim. which reflects 
government thinking, published the editorial 
Friday after the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization refused a U.S. proposal to evacuate 
from Lebanon under the supervision on U.S. 
troops. AIAAram warned the PLO would lose 
“any negotiating powers" against Israel if the 
Palestinians laid down their arms and left. 

" Beirut, battered by a seven-year war. can 
stand one more month during which the basis 
of a complete solution is set ... if the PLO 
throw down their weapons and leave Leba- 
non ... They will lose any negotiating powers 
against their stubborn opponent." AlAhnm 
said. 

It said Egypt wilt welcome some PLO lead- 
ers and have a political noa-military. gov- 
ernment in exile here.

The editorial said the Syrian attitude 
toward the PLO could be pan of a rumored-

Top leaders 
want Iran to 
invade Iraq 

TEHRAN. July 9 (AFP) — Eighteen Ira- 
nian religious, political and military leaders 
have urged that Tehran send troops into 
Iraq to launch a “final offensive'’ against 
Baghdad. 

Id ' comments issued in the daily newspaper 
K^hm Thursday, the group ui^ that Iran 
continue the 20-month-old war with a final 
offensive waged inride Iraq itself. The 
move follows ah ongoing political campaign 
designed to whip up public support for a new 
offensive. 

Air Force Oiief Col. Moini Pur said in the 
paper that the “only way to ensure a final 
victory’' was to wage “an all-out offenrive" is 
Iraq “oral least in eastern Iraq." Daring the 
last few days, the Iranian press has published 
an increasing number of interviews and 
.editorials advocating a “final offensive." 

Meanwbfle. the authorities have also step- 
ped up conscription for people of varyi^ 
agi>«g after calling on volunteers with pievioos 
experience on the Iianian-lraqi warfront to 
join ' “the combatants of Islam." 

OnJune21, , on the eve of the beginning 
of Ramadan. Ayatollah Khomeini said the 
war would continue until Iraq met whh 
Tehran's demands. But the Iraqi News 
Agency said in a report monitored in Paris 
Thursday that Iraqi Defease Minister Gen. 
Adnan Khairallah had warned . Tehran 
against “any attempt to enter Iraqi territory." 

Seven Turkish 
leftists jailed 

. ISTANBUL, July 9 (AP) — A milftary 
court in the southeastern province of Diyai- 
bakir sentenced seven leftists to prison terms 
ranging from one to IS years on charges of 
involvement in underground activities. 

An announcement from the Oryarabakir 
Martial Law Command said the court sen- 
tenced the seven after conviction on charges 
of “attempts to disrupt national integrity, 
arms smuggling and casing out illegal polit- 
ical activities." A local student hostel accoun- 
lant received 1 6 months for violating a ban on 
demonstrations. A nurse received two years 
for separatist activities, and Zeki CeUk, a 
gunman of an unidentified terrorist group 
received IS years for firing on soldiers."

In Germany, the expression “physical liquidation" has a special 
significance as it is connected with the German action against the 
Jews in the past. The expression, however, still remains controver- 
sial. since some Germans say that Adolf Hitler had erred in his 
decision against the Jews while some others ^ew that he had not 
fulfilled his mission and therefore deserved his rout and eventual 
death. 

What is more exciting is the fact that German parliamentarians, 
especially the Sodalisl democrats, are agitated against Israel and feel 
irked by the government of Chancellor Helmut Shmidt. In fact, they 
are urging their government to make a move against Israel; smne of 
them tave even gone to the extent of demamliiy the prosecutiMi of 
Be gin and Sharon as war criminals before a special coart r epresented 
by all countries of the worid. 

In France, we find yet another intcresring incident. A French press 
photographer wanted to fly back to Paris fn^m Lydda's Ben Gurion 
Airport. But. what happened, the Israeli police arrested him and 
seized all his films. Not even this, the police questioned him for nearly . 
three hours! Later, the photographer was allowed to return to the 
French capital empty-handed with his bag shorn of everything that it 
contained. 

The voices were raised before the press guilds and the questions 
which were asked were published on the second page of L* Monde 
last Thursday. Some of which asked: " Do you support the Syrians nr 
the Lebanese? Were the pictures you bad taken against Israel? Are 
you a Jew' or primarily a journalist?” Apparently, the photographer 
was a French Jew and. according to him. he was forbidden from 
photographing the detention camps and other scenes which cxptised 
the Israeli barbarism and savagery. 

To sum it up. a protracted battle will help escalate the West's

Saudi Arabian press review 


The American attitude toward 
the Middle East crisis came under 
fire in Friday's newspapers which 
called on the United States to start 
direct contacts with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

Ai -Jtarah said that political 
and military developments in the 
Middle East "affirm beyond 
doubt th^ the U.S with all its 
might as afSuperpow cr. seeks what 
Israel wants, irrespective of 
whether this is right or wrong." 

Referring to the Israeli kivasinn 
of Lebanon, the paper said the 
U.S. had supponed the aims of the 
offensive, notably the liquidation 
of the Palestinian commando 
movement in Lebanon. 

It described PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat's rejection of an 
American proposal tn use the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet for the evacuation of 
the commandos from West Beirut 
as sound, and said it demonstrated 
strong skepticism about American 
intentions. 

AI ~Madinak said it was time for 
the U.S. to shoulder its respon* 
sibilitics as a superpower and 
restrain Israel, not for the sake of 
the Arabs but for serving its own 
interests in the region. 

The paper called on the U.S. 
government to “deal directly with 
the PLO. the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. especially as the U.S. has pre* 
viously dealt with many liberation 
movements, including the 


enemies and opponents of 
America." 

It wondered why should not 
American enviiy Philip Habib 
meet with Arafat and negotiate 
with him directly on the future of 
the Palestinian commando 
movement in Lebanon, instead of 
beating around the bush or resort- 
ing to third parties." 

Okaz called on other Arab states 
to embark on "effective moves" 
similar tn those undertaken by 
Saudi Arabia.

WELLINGTON — 

Premier Robert Muldoon of New 21ca]and is fac- 
ing a growing rebellion inside the National Party 
government he has dominated for seven years. The 
roaringjion of Coirunonw^hltH'^litilfk'l bartlesnn 
fthe sports boycott issue is faced with 

dissatisfaction over his economic management and 
swelling ambitions among younger members of his 
cabinet. 

Muldoon's ability to survive is being put to the 
test more critically now that at any tirne since he 
Tirst took office as leader of the government in 

That many members of his party outside parlia- 
ment would welcome a change of leadership, and an 
end of confrontational style that has marked his 
“reign." has been known for many years. But at no 
point since he conk office has there been a rival 
willing in stand up and cry “enough" to the man the 
party calls “the boss." 

Now such a champion has emerged, (he former 
Minister of Works and Development Dea'k Ouig- 
Icy. Aged .^0. Quigley was involved in a backstairs 
attempt to dethrone Muldoon in 1^80 while the 
prime minister was attending a C'\«mmonwcalth 
Asian and Pacific summit in New Delhi and visiting 
the U.S. and Mexico. 

That failed because the then deputy leader, 
former Foreign Minister Brian TaJboys. would not 
agree to run for the highest office unless guaranteed 
success. In the purge that followed Muldoon's 
return. Quigley was demoted in the cabinet pecking 
order. 

A fellow South Island cabinci member, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Warren Cooper, was 
promoted ahead of him and given every chance by 
Muldoon to make a name for himself which could 
ensure eventual succession to the No. I or 2 post. 

Two monihs ago Quigley staned (o fight back. At 
a conference of the party's youth wing he chal- 
lenged Muldoon's economic “think big" program, 
which he said mystified electors. Muldoon's moved 
Swiftly. Apologize or resign, was the ultimatum be 
handed Quigley. Quigley resigned. Newspaper 
headlines proclaimed him a “ man of honor." It was 
the first resignation from the .New Zealand cabinet 
on a mattiT of principle since |u33. 

That MuldtHKi took Quigley's resignation seri- 
ously iiuiekly became evident. Surrogates attacked 
the “extreme right-wing." insinuating that Quigley 
was one such indiridual. though there is little in the 
public record to support this view. Muldoon 
declared Quiglev^Jiad not been an outstanding 
minister. 

Senior party members did not challenge Mul- 
do:in's right virtually to sack the minister but they 
did indicate they found Quigley's departure from 
the cabinet an unhappy turn of events. 

Sitting on a {w<r-sca( majority in the '^2-membcr 
parliament. Muldoon was then confronted by a 
threat from Quigley that he might resign altogether. 
Such a course would force a by-election and. unless 
Quigley stcxid again for dcciion. the governnicm 
would pmbably lose the scat, and u ith it the right to 
govern. 

Quigley's threat still lies on the table. In the 
meantime Muldi>on has imposed a wage and price 
fa'cze in an attempt to stem inflation of more than 
(5 percent annually. Muldnnn sa\*s the freeze will 
last for a year. He plans income tax cuts of up in 20 
percent and other measures designed tn restore 
health to an economy which has been, during the 
past five vears. one of the poorest among nations of 
the OECD. 

The freeze was a Muldoon personal ptWicy. He 
rammed it through despite evidence that such 
policies have failed in the past and against the 
advice of treasury offidak. The latter wanted a 
speedy return to a m(>rc free enterprise economy, as 
advocated by Quigley. 

Indeed. Quigley has cornu to be ideniifiud as the 
likely rallying figure for free enterprisers within the 
party, long concerned that Muldottn's form of 
“pragmatic government" has turned New Zea- 
land's equivalent of the British Conservative Party 
into a Socialist adminisiraiinn. fONSl 


MOSCOW — 

The Soviet Union has told the Arabs it is not 
willing to become embroiled in the Lebanon con- 
flict. but has pledged to do its utmost behind the 
scenes to bring at^ut an Israeli wltfadiawal. 

During a meeting with three representatives of 
the Arab League Monday, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko flatly rejected a call for Moscow 
to intervene in the present crisis and use its muscle 
to influence the course of events. 

The appeal was ma tte by Farouk Kaddoumi. head 
of the Palestine Liberatioit Urganizaiion Pouucai. 
Department and one of Kveral PLO offici als who 
has criticized Soviet inaction since Israeli' ‘ibteii '' 
moved info South Lebanon last month. ^ 

But Arab diplomats said the other two men at the 
talks. Foreign Ministers Muhammad Boucetia of 
Morocco and Sheikh Al-Ahmad Al-Sabah of 
Kuwait, were far from discontented by Gromyko's 
words. 

“The last thing most Arab states want is Moscow 
stepping in and making the whole thing even more 
complex and dangerous than it already is" one 
diplomat said. What the two men had been looking

Israelis feeling strain of S. Lebanon occupation

SIDON. Lebanon — 

A month after occupying South Lebanon. Israeli 
troops are finding that serving as an occupying in 
this focrion-ridden. lawless land is a trying, some- 
times nerve-wracking life. A small, cbacaic incident 
on the coan road north of Sidon showed one Israeli 
sergeant bow easily violence can erupt and how 
complicated the policing of Lebanon has become. 

Driving south in a dooriess light truck, the 
sergeant was struck by a rock when about a dozen 
middle-aged women and teenagers stoned passing 
Israeli vehicles from t?ie fnrecouit of a gasoline 
station. Quivering with anger, he stopped his truck 
and climbed down to remonstrate with the wailing 
women, demanding to know why he had been 
stoned. 

The black-shawled women, from the inland vil- 
lage of Barja. were too excited to explain coher- 
ently they were demonstrating because their hus- 
bands had been detained by the Israelis as sus- 
pected Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
commandrs. 

The women and the sergeant shouted at each 
other in Arabic and Hebrew. There wbs no sign that 


either side understood the other. As a small crowd 
gathered. Israeli soldieis called out to the sergeant 
w'fao was carrying no weapon, to get back into bis 
truck and leave it to the police to break, up the- 
demonstration. “It’s not our job to handle this." 
one Israeli said. 

Within- a minute three other organizations bad 
arrived to break up the demonstration; half adozen 
Christian Phalangisi militiamen. . a jeep-load of 
helmeted Lebanese army soldiers and a car with 
two civilian policemen. 

Suddenly there were more seenrity men than 
demonstrators. But although the stoning bad stop- 
ped one PhaJangist cowering behind a telegraph 
pole found it necessary to fire several shots in the 
air. 

As the handful of women retreated up a dusty' 
lane, the four security services at the spot. Israelis. 
Pbalangists. Lebanese army and police, briefhr con- 
sulted. 

They decided it was the job of the two policemen - 
to handle the now closed incident. 

In some areas, frustrated Israeli occupation 
forces have found it impossible to- hand over the 
policeman role to others. 


The Pbalangists who biie% took over tiie job in 
the Dnize vfll^es above Beirut bad to be replaced 
following Druze complaints that the Christian 
• mOitiamen were using their new authority to settle 
old scores with the Druzes. 

Israeli soldiers are now manning the checkpoints 
in 'the Druze vill^es. “We have only been here a 
few weeks and almuty we are getting sucked into 
the jCeltenon situation, trying to separate aS these 
damn factions,'’ said an Israeli solder near Beirut' 
A soldier in Sidon said he hated being in an 
occupation force. "Much of the time it is boring but 
you can't relax. There are stffl fighters, still places 
where it is dangerous," he said. (R)

Refugees face cultural barriers in Canada 


OTTAWA. (Depthnews) — And i^h. for 
. the old life.*' Ufe in Canada is not getting any 
easier as cultural barriers challenge ncwcom- 
eis. And adjusting to a new and ‘‘normar* 
lifestyle is a test of wlH. 

There are. of course, those who are better 
..at adjusting than others. One Vietnamese 
was raising chickens on the balcony of his 
apartment to supplement bis inciime. *n)at 
raised a cTatter of complaints from neighhttrs. 
The next aftemonn. he started slaughtering 
the chickens in the balcony Which was — to 
Canadians — even worse. 

Years before, most immigrants 10 Canada 
came from Western cultures — Europe. Bri- 
tain or the United States. Today, cultural dif- 
ferences are getting more common becau.se 
many immigrants come from the Third 
Worid. There was. for instance, the ease of 
one Kampuchean w'bp had never seen a tele- 
phone. a light bulb or a toilet before. 

In 1 980. abemt 60.000 immigrants came to 
Canada as government or privately spim- 
sored refugees. In 1981. There wx-rv' I6.0(X) 


more. For them, the hardest cultural differ- 
ence to deal with an: language and financial 
stability. 

The Canadian government pnividcs help 
through language training, and one Vietnam- 
ese housewife recalls that her husband had 
tnnible in finding a job. "1 said maybe your 
English mn sogoi>d." she says. "Maybe they 
don't understand you." That, even after her 
husband had unde’rgime a six-month training 
course in English. Her hutsband picked 
tobacco fi'ra while before findinga iob with a 
fcMid manufacturer early last year. 

Finding financial stability is not an easy life 
for those w-ho had previously led productive 
lives. Ping-An (a fictitious name) was a 
b<H)kkeeper with a printing company and a 
part-time teacher before fleeing Vietnam in 
1979. Her husband wa.s an eleetrieian. .The 
expenses of getting out of Vietnam, and four 
successive pirate raids on their refugee hi>at. 
left them with praitically nothing by the time 
they arrived in Canada. 

Five years agi>. a busload of Kurdish 


tribesmen from Iraq arrived at midnight. On 
hand to meet them was Deborah Ashford, a 
program counselor with Employment and 
Immigration Canada. The refugees milled 
around, and one man who spoke English 
finally stepped forward. "If you were my 
daughter." he said." I‘d shoot your head off." 

It was only after they became friends when 
Miss Ashfend found that Kurdish custom 
does not allow a woman to go beyond a 
specified geographic boundary. Nor is she 
allowed to speak to a man w ithout one of her 
parents present. ■■And there I was. a woman, 
alone, trying tc> exert some measure of 
authority.** Miss Ashford recalls. 

But all's well that end's well. Miss Ash- 
ford* s Kurdish friend, who now wc^rks for the 
Ford Motor Company, invited her once for 
dinner with his family. True Kurdish cus- 
tom. the women waited for the men to finish 
dining first. Deborah, hiiwcvcr. was allowed 
i<i eat with the men. 

"1 asked if that bothered them, and they 
said no." Miss Ashford remembers. "7*he> 
said they'd already accepted me as a man." 


prolonged, and iheir particles drift down to 
form the basic silt and sediment.

Hardly a single rad- 
ical "fa'ce" was absent from the platform, 
which included Gore Vidal, Kurt Vonnegut 
and h.L. Oocturow. The city's liteiaty and 
political salons were empty for the evening. 
In atmosphere, right down to the faulty film 
projccior. the overcrowded podium and the 
bearded chairman, it was clearly and evening 
of the left. 

All the speakers \ aried their attacks on the 
Polish regime with loud criticism of the 
Reagan fuiuign policy in HI Salvador. Gore 
Vidal went so far as to say that America, too, 
w-as an occupied country — "occupied by the 
military industrial complex." So that when 
Susan Suntag got up to speak we were enti- 
tled to expect mure of the same. 

For nearly two decades she had been in the 
forefront of the "progressive" movements. 
As a novelist, she was experimental (The 
Benefeetot). As a flimmaker, she was innov a- 
live ( Duet for Cannib^^. As an essayist she 
wa« held to be adventurous {Against Interpre - 
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read only The Nation of iheWnr Statesman. 
Which reader would have been better 
informed about the realities of communism? 
The answer, I think, should give us pause. 
Can it be that our enemies were right?" 

The cat and the pigeons were speedily 
entangled. Susan Sontag just had time lo add 
that communism was fascism — " fascism with 
a human face" — before the howling began. 
It has hardly stopped since. 

The meeting took place in February but in 
June the journals and reviews are still buz- 
zing. Harper *s Mt^asine ran a long and 
learned comparison between the reader *x 
Digest coverage of communism and that of 
The Nation. Neither came out of it awfully 
well (the Reader *s Di^st had insisted that 
the Moscow- Peking split was a ploy to lull the 
West and The Nation had been sceptical 
about etmgres from Eastern Europe). The 
New RepubUOt asburdly, published an article 
■ suggesting that, deep down, Susan Sontag 
was still a Communist. William Buckley's 
National Renew, which would be soft on 
communism if communism ims fascism, poin- 
tedly referred to her as"SS" throughout its 
winy coverage of the affair. Several papers 
reprinted the whole speech, w ith symposia of 
critics and commentators. It's been frn. 

W'hich is odd. Because, as Susan Sontag is 
the first to admit, there's nothing exactly iiaw 
in her analysis. In one contribution to the 
argument, Diana Trilling commented loftily 
that Susan Sontag was merely repeating what 
she had been saying for years. "I welcome 
Miss Sontag into her new- difficult life as an 
anti-Communisi. "An irritated Sontag 
retorted "thanks but no ihanlis." 

1 went round to see Susan Sontag in her 
town house on the lower East Side. "Book- 
lined" would about describe the place, w-hich 
she shares with her son and a Polish writer, a 
member of Solidarity who was caught abroad 
by the Warsaw coup and is now- living the part 
of the man who came to dinner. 

"This kind of public burning has wrecked 
my entire spring." she told me. "but I'm glad 

I did it." 

Politically she still counts herself a Social- 
ist. but her many visits lo Eastern Europe in 
the Seventies only confirmed a fear that she 
had developed during that defiant vi«ii to 
Hanoi during the American bomhine. The 
sy«temreatf|r is worse than anybody thinks. Il 
really is unii-human.

Smoking on the rise among teenagers

UMTfcD NATIONS ( Dcpihnews) — Pre- 
liminary siad'sttcs released by (ha World 
Health Orsani23tion (WHO) indicate that 
teenagers arc smuking as much or more than 
ever and ihai in 14 out of 22 countries sur- 
veyed. girls aged ! 6- 1 S are smoking as much 
or more than buys. 

The data, collected in Europe, Latin 
America. Africa. Asia and (he Pacific. Scan- 
dinavia and North .America, has been pre- 
pared for circulation among health 

auitioriiie.s and senior government 
policymakers as a pari of the WHO's continu- 
ing campaign against smoking and the mar- 
keting practices of lobacci* companies. 

In addition to the 22-nation survey on 
youthful smoking habits, it draws on French. 
'British. Swiss and Seoiish data on the per- 
formance of athletes who smoked and on 
renewed efforts to broaden restrictions on 
tobacco advertising and bar cigarette com- 
panies from spans sponsorship. 

In 14 of the countiies surveyed during the 
'7Us. gills caught up with their male counter- 
parts or ouismuked them. Italy recorded a 
smoking ratio of 55 percent girls to 51 per- 
cent boys; Greece. 54-4h percent; Uruguay. 
46-4rs pcrceni: Switzerland. 4h-36 percent: 
Belgium. 45-44 percent; France, 43-43 per- 
cent: New Zealand. 43-29 percent; 


Denmark. 42-34 pcrceni; Canada, 41-33 
percent; West Germany, 40-40 percent; 
Sweden. 33-21 percent, Netherlands, 30-27 
percent; Norway. 2S-22 percent, and the 
United States. 19-16 percent. 

WHO warns that ihe increasing tendency 
for young women to smoke, coupled with the 
growing usage of oral contraceptives, 
increases the risk in later fife of circulatory 
disorders such as cerebral thrombosis and 
hemorrhage, as well as coronary heart dis- 
ease. 

In the remaining eight countries surveyed, 
boys continued (o outsmoke girls by a consid- 
erable margin. Bulgaria recorded a smoking 
ratio of 7.9 percent boys to 30 percent girls: 
Australia, 45-32 percent: the United King- 
dom. 42-37 percent; Finland. 34-29 percent; 
Papua New Guinea. 26- 1 3 percent; Ethiopia. 
32-3 percent: Nigeria. 14-10 percent: and 
India. 9-6 percent. 

The number of young people sampled 
ranged from SOO in the case of Ethiopia to 
lOO'OOO in Canada. With few exceptions, the 
findings indicated that smoking was on the 
rise among the young of both sexes, and that 
the older they were, the more they smoked. 
In Canada and the United States, the figures 
suggested that the smoking rate amongyoung 
males was on the decline; in Sweden, which 
has sustained a determined anti-smoking 
campaign. Ihe rates for both sexes. have been 
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declining steadily since the early '70s. 

WHO maintains there is now a worldwide 
recognition of the need to counter smoking 
among rhe young but says, “it is surprising to 
note that only a hand^l of countries have 
collected information on the prevalence of 
smoking in youth.'* It is calling on public 
health authorities in all countries, particu- 
larly the Third World where the popularity of 
smoking i$ increasing with cash income and 
better living standards, to establish a data 
base on which to build anti-smoking cam- 
paigns. 

French and Swiss studies cited by WHO 
support the view that smoking is matched by 
a marked decline in physical performance on 
the sports field, and that contrary to the 
image conveyed by tobacco advertisers, the 
majority of those engaged in sports activities 
do not smoke. 

In the French study, organized by Profes- 
sor J.C. Labadie of the Uoiversrty of Bor- 
deaux 1 1, 60 percent of the 400 athlete sur- 
veyed were found to be non-smokers, and the 
remaining 40 percent, light smokers. Prof. 
Labadie reported that the more individual 
the sport, the less likely it was that the ath- 
ietee smoked. He cited statistics which 
showed that while 40 to 50 percent of those 
who play football or rugby were smokers, all 
of the cyclists interviewed were non-smokers. 
He said that 75 percent of atfaleies partidpat- 

Jfev.'-w By Peter J. ^ 
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ing in sport at an international level were 
non-smokers and that none of those selected 
to represent France at the last Olympics, 
smoked. 

In the Swiss study, Professoi Theodore 
Abelin of the University of Bern clocked 
8,000 army recruits aged 19 on a 12-minute 
run. The average distance traveled for the 
non-smokers was 2.6 kilometers, while those 
who smoked an average of 1 0 dgarettes a day 
covered an average of 2.3 kilometers. 

A Finnish survey by Professor Aeja Eskola 
of the Finnish Cancer Registry in Helsinki 
minitored 3,000 youths aged from 12 to 19. 
Eskola found that the smokers among them 
were twice as likely to catch cold and four 
times as susceptible to tonsiliiis as non- 
smokers. 

WHO believes that surveys such as those in 
Europe and Finland are fuel for a growing 
movement to dissociate smoking from sports. 
Jt notes a letter to British Sports Minister Neil 
MacFarlane from 10 of the nation's leading 
physidans, including the presidents of eight 
medical colleges and the bead of the Royal 
College of Physidans, Sir Douglas Black, 
about sports promotion by the tobacco indus- 
try. In their letter the physicians expressed 
concern at what they called “a paradoxical 
link between smoking., and enjoyable par- 
tidpation in healthy sports."

If is noi wbai happens, so much as wbat you think is 
going to happen, that causes the body and mind to undergo unbear- 
able stress. 

1 hope I have convinced you that if the cause of nervousness cannot 
be found in the body, look to the mind and emotions. Like the 
iceberg, only a little bit may be showing on the surface; but the huge, 
underwater collection of anxieties are there for you to neutralize — 
with your doctor's help. 

For Mrs. V.: I am not trying to underrate the need for care in 
taking penicillin treatment. But, it's reassuring to know, that only 
about 2 percent of all patients are actually allergic to the drug. ^ 
according to Irwin J. Polk, M.D.. writing in the JAMA.

French nuclear station to become museiig

PARIS' (ONS) — A new historical site is 
to be added to the chateaux of the Loire — a 
nuclear power station which is being con- 
verted bto a museum. 

Faced with the growing problem of wbat to 
do with obsolete power stations which need 
20 years before 'they can be demolished 
safely, the French electricity authority — 
Electricite de France — will open the 
museum to the public next year. 

Known as EDF 1 . tbe SO megawatt plant 
on the banks of the Loire near Chinon and 
Fontrevaud Abbey, was built in 1 963 and was 
the first to be linked to the national electricity 
grid. It was taken out of service 1 0 years later 
as too expensive to run. Sin« then engineers 
have pu^ed over what to do with the plant 
whose 1 SO fL silver ball reactor dome can be 
seen for miles. 

Around tbe plant are tbe later, EDF 2 and 
EDF 3. as well as four 900 megawatt stations 
under construction, making it an ideal place 
to show how nuclear power has developed in a 
way that will make it France's main power 
source by 1990. 

Andre Douiliaid. who is in charge of tbe 
complex, said that EDF 1 woriced for only 


1 .736 days and pix^ced 2.5. bQlion 
megawatts of electzidty. equiyalent to that 
produced by the French 90p,megawatt 
reactors in one year. - 

He believes it could have <^tai^ profit- . 
ably if the oil' ci^ bad come- ^ner. The - 
runfiiDg down process had started Just beftwe 
foe ofl shock of 1973 and. it wu too Expensive 
to start it up agtun. . 

“Oneof foie {mblems of opening it- up asa 
museum will be to avoid giving foe unpres- 
sioo that nudear power is already oot of date- 
or that foe current investment ira't worth it." 
he said. “To counterfoat impression, we have 
commissioned industrial planners to devise 
an exhibition inade foe power station that 
win show foe development potential of nuc- 
lear power tfairoogb all sorts of models and 
demonstratioas." 

EDFl was the pioneer of a first generation 
of reactor wMcb are now being replaced by a 
series built under licence from tbe United 
States. Before they are in service they could 
be overtaken by ^ breeder reactors. 

Thousands of visitors to the Loire 'Valley 
are expened to make fo detour to Chinon to 
walk around the reador dome and tbe rest of 
the plant- where the warning signals mid 
equipment are still in operatitm. 


In t eaming about the value of nbd^ 
power for a dxintiY like Prance, which ■ 
imports all its oil. they will also be struck by 
the problem of obsolete plants. 

Even with foe fuel of foe reactor removed, 
radioactivity remains intense for at least 20 
years, about tbe same time most plants wiU 
have been in productive service. No.b^;has 
found a way of getting rid of plants 'at tKp ei^ - 
.of their ecpnqoucal pnxiuctive life.; 

The first experimehial French piaht . 
vidiog. electrid^ was demolishecL '.as were 
two small plants which produced fudl for the - 
French atomic bomb, but foe reactolr hearts 
are ^ standing, surrounded by huge -con- 
crete bunkers. Similar “surgery" for other 
plmts will cost about a sixth of foe cost of 
biriitfing them. 

By foe eud of the ceutury at least four 
French plants will become obsolete every 
year, many of them producing 10 times as 
much power as tbe discussed Chinon plant. 
No one has any idea what to do with them. 

"Some could become regtonal museums. 1 
suppose." said a senior EDF engineer. “By 
that time, though, there will be 2.000 nuclear 
plants in regular use throughout tbe world 
and we are open to any ide^ on what to do 
with the unproductive surplus."

U.S. accuses

WASHINGTUN, July 9 (R) — The 
United States accused the Soviet Union of 
stepped-up disinformation activities includ- 
ing forged letters and documents designed to 
create disarray among the United Stales and 
tis allies. 

A senior Stale Department official said 
Thursday U.S. intelligence experts were 
delecting increasing number of false letters 
purportedly signed by President Reagan. 
.Alexander Haig when he was commander of 
N.ATO (The North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
i?aiion). and other lop U.S. officials. 

The comments accompanied the depart- 
ment's revision of a special report first issued 
last October on •'Soviet active measures: 
forgery, disinformation, political opera- 
tions." It sold: "In contrast to public diplo- 
macy, which all nations practice. Soviet active 
measures often involve deception and are 
frequently Implemented by clandestine 
means." 

The report did not directly accuse Moscow 
itself of sending the forged leiicrs and docu- 
ments which it cited, but the official told 
reporters: "We think it is highly probable 
the:y have done this." Reporters were briefed -> 
n jthc study by an official whom t^g depart- . 
•lini would ni)i allow to be named. 

The prohibition agairv^i identifying, the 
official prompred'at least one* reporter to 
walk out of the briefing in protest. The report 
said Soviet active measures to further its fore- 
ign policy included manipulating the media. 
Among the forgeries it cited was a purported 
letter from President Reagan to King Juan 
Carlos of Spain in November, 1981. "In 
terms likely to offend Spanish sensitivities, 
the letter urged the king to join NATO and to 
crack down on groups such as ihe'Opus del 
Pacifists' and the 'Left-wing Opposition'," 
the report said.

Tnw'crs and Parks were arrested May 12, 
19)^1. at Houston Intercontinental Airport as 
the arms shipment was being loaded on a jet 
destined for South Africa, prosecutors said.

Mauritius will mainiain claims to'the British 
Indian Ocean island of Diego Garcia despite 
a British agreement to pay four miHion 
pounds ($R million) in compensation for the 
uptooiing of Diego Garcia inhabiiams lo 
Mauritius. 

The agreement was signed Wednesday by 
Mauritian Foreign Minisrer Jcaii-<.laude dc 
TEslrac and British High Commissioner J.N. 
Allan, less than 24 hours after the new left- 
wing government here formalized its claim in 
parliament. 

The money is to compensate for the depor- 
tation of some 3.000 Dtegd 'Gaicians. to 
Mauritius to make way for a United Slates 
military base on their island. leased to 
Washington by Britain for 50 years in 1966. 
The Chagosarchtpelago which .includes 
Diego Garcia, was considered a dependency^ 
of Mauritius by Britain in colonial limes. 

But in ] 965. three years before. Mauritian 
independence, it was " hived ofT into'a sepa-. 
rate British Indian Ocean Territory (BLOT) 
with three other islands. At that iirae Britain 
paid Mauritius three million pounds in com- 
pensation. plus a further 60U.000 pounds lo 
the Diego Garcians. The three. other islands 
were given to the Seychelles when they 
became independent in 1V76 but the Chagos 
remained in British hands. 

' W'ednesday's agreement followed lengthy 


negotiations with Britain conducted mainly 
by the previous Mauritian Labor govorn- 
inent. which found the 3.UU0 Diego Garcians 
an unwelcome addition to its unemployed of 
around SU,UU0. 

The new . Mautilian adminisiration, in 
maintaining its claim on the Chagos, also 
wants to sec the Indian Ocean demilitarized, 
and is counting on help in this respect from 
such countries as the SeyebeUes and India. 

Mauritian officials say that whai was origi- 
nally billed as a low-communications facility 
has now' turned into a major base on Diego 
•Garcia with a runway capable of handling 
U.S. B-52-. bombers. Under an agreement 
signed by the United States and Britain in 
.1976. Diego Garcia was to provide an 
improved link in U.S. defense communica- 
tions. It would also furnish support for ships 
and aircraft of the iwo allies. 

' President . Gerald For<fs administration, 
which signed for the United States, said the 
base was required to counter a growing 
Soviet presence in the Indian Ocean. The 
intervening years, which have seen revolu- 
tion in Iran. Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan and growing, insiabiliiy in the Gulf have 
further convinced Washington of the need for 
an increased military presence in the Indian 
ocean.

Hinckley compares self to Napolean 


NEW YORK. July 9 (AP) — John W. 
Hinckley Jr., comparing himself and actress 
Jody Foster to . Napolean and Josephine, 
said in a letter to The New York Timet that bis 
attempt on U.S. President Ronald Reagan's 
life was "the greatest love offering in the 
history of the world.'* 

"My actions of March 3U, 1981. have given 
special meaning to my life and no amount of 
imprisonment or bospiialization can tarnish 
my historical deed." Hinckley wrote abour. 
his assassination bid. 

" The shooting outside the WashingtdiT Hil^' 
ton was the greatest love offering in the his- 
tory of the world." 

The four-page, handwritten letter, deli- 
vered to the Times Thursday, wasin response 
to one written to Hinckley at St. Elizabeths 
Hospital in Washington where be is undergo- 
ing psychiatric evafuations. 

Hinckley wrote that many of the siaie- 
menis in the letter were taken from a '‘sen- 
tencing speech" he composed June 20. the' 


day before a jury found him innocent by 
reason of insanity.

. was the insigniftcant fan," Hinckley wrote.

Unlike the Harpihtn. the bvocct appeared 
to have the early adiantugc of hav ing Jurnon- 
arated its efncicncy in Lumbal. An bvocci 
Bred from an Arecntinc jci sank the British 
desltuyet Siuffield from 32 kilometers away. 

Bui a Mcl^nncll Douglas spokesman said 
Other factors w-ciched heavily in favor of the 
Harpoon. He said ihe American weapon is 
more powerful and lunger-ranged — IJii 
kilometers — and some Canadian officials 
are repotted to have expressed rcsirvatiuns 
about becoming dependent on a missile sup- 
plied from as far away as France. 

If McDonnell Douglas is in a strung posi- 
tion to ptess the Canadian sale. .Aerospatiale 
enjoys advantages in many other markets 
throughout the world, according to industrial 
sources. 

This is because the L‘.S. governmenl places 
restrictions on selling the Harpoon, and 
avoids sales to unstable governments, partly 
through fear the weapons mighi some day be 
turned on American ships. 

The sale of Harp<^»on missiles to the then 
Shah of Iran has caused consternation in 
Washington because at least 1 2 are now 
apparently in the handsof the armed forces of 
the present ruler. .Ayatollah Khomeini. 
According to some reports, the hxuccr has 
been marketed in Libya. South .Africa, and a 
number ofThird World nations, leading K«an 
arms race in ami-ship missiles. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Defense Ministry 
newspaper Red Star said that McDonnell 
Douglas is developing weapons for use in 
outer space, pan »f a plan to " militarize the 
cosmos". It noted that the company was 
"closely linked to lop U S. military officials", 
ami that many former executives were now 
working in the U.S. Defense Department. 

Red Star said .McDonnell Douglas supplied 
arms (o dozens of countries including South 
.Africa and Chile. Recently it received 
requests for weapons worth S3.7U0 million 
from Japan. Sp^n. Sweden and .Australia. 
Israel was keen to buy F- 1 5 ftghter-bombcrs, 
the newspaper added.

Argentina plans plebiscite 


BUENOS AlRES.July 9 1 AFP) — Argen- 
tina's ruling junta plans to organize a plebis- 
cite before the end of this year on the prop- 
osal by Pope John Paul II for settling the 
Beagle Channel border dispute with Chile, 
according to latest reports. 

"It is 3 quesUon." President Reynaldo 
Bignonc says, "that must be submilted to ihe 
people." Informed circles say there arc three 
reasons for the haste for a plebiscite: 

1 . The junta itself refuses to assume any 
responsibility over the issue. 

2. The Vatican wants the matter settled 
before the pope visits the sctulhurn purl of the 
continent early next year. 

3. lite expiry at the end of this year of the 
treaty with Chile, which will then be able to 
lay the matter before the International Court 
of Justice at The Hague. 

Argentines also face another piissibic trip 
in the polls soon. Informed sources say that 
the return to parliamentary democracy, sev- 
eral rimes promised for March 1984 at the 
latest, might be advanced by five or six 
months. 


Interior Minister Liamil Rcsinn has said 
(hat pany statutes should be published in 
early August at the latest and that dialogue 
w ith political leaders on the electoral law has 
in practical terms been opened since the lift- 
ing last July 1 nf the ban on political activities. 

The speedup of the return to democracy is 
however being hindered by the parties them- 
selves. They do not want lo return to pulitiiTdl 
life inheritingen bloc from the junta (hi. pp'b- 
lem of "missing" political activists, a catas- 
trophic economic and employment ■situation 
and the Beagle and Falklands di^pui;.'v. 

The parties and even much or the military 
lop brass want the government to "assume its 
historic responsibilities" and facilitate "a 
fluid return" to constitutionality w-iih an 
economic and cmplivymcnt situatiim made 
healthier by measures taken bv (he new guv- 
crnmcni. 

Another condition demanded by the par- 
ties is the reuniting of the armed forces, and 
according to the junta this reunification is 
"making gnod progress" and might result in 
the appointment nf a civilian vice president.

CAIRO. July y (R) “ bgypi has 
announced a budget import restrictions 
and increases in the price of petrol, and 
cigarettes in an effiirl to curb government 
spending and conserve hard currency. 

The 'judge:, for the year beginning July i. 
also pr^.'-'ki-ss for a sharp increase in military 
spending Allocations for the armed forces 
and security v. ill he 2.28 billion pounds (S2. 7 
billion), up from 1 .6 billion (Sl.y billion) last 
year. 

The budget figures published Thursday put 
the cost of servicing Hgvpt's local and foreign 
debt at 952 million pounds (SI. I billion), up 
from 6U1 million fS720 million) in the previ- 
ous year. Reliable estimates put Egypt's fore- 
ign debts at 13 billion pounds (SI 6 billion) 
and local debts at five billion pounds (So 
billion). 

The government has imposed import curbs 
on luxury goods and on those similar to 
locally-made items, including electrical 
goods, Furniture, parhamaceuiicals. fabrics 
and tires. Petrol prices will increase by 14 
percent and medicines will cost five to iO 
percent more. 

Locally-made cigarettes will cost 35 


piastres (->ii cents) a packet instead of 33 
piastres (37 cents). Imported cigarettes are 
cuing up to yO piastres (one dullar) from 8U 
piastres (y2 cents). Lar tax has been raised by 
an average of percent. 

Government subsidies onto food and other 
coinmoditics are estimated at Z.(i4 billion 
pounds (i2.5 billion), about the same as last 
year. 

The gross budget deficit for the 19S2-83 
financial year was forecast at 4.84 billion 
pounds ($5.8 billion), with expenditures at 
14.01 billion pounds (SI7.5 billion) and 
revenues at y.77 billion pounds ($1 1.7 bil- 
lion). 

Lust year, expenditures were 1 2.40 pounds 
(Sl4.y billion) against revenues of 8.74 bil- 
lion pounds (Si U.48 billion). In the past few 
years, the economy has grown at about iU 
percent and the government hopes to accel- 
erate the pace. Oil revenues in the new 
budget were estimated at 1 .20 billion pounds 
(Sl.4 billion) compared to 1.22 billion 
pounds (SI.40 billion) in iyxj-82. 

The drop was due to a government decision 
to ]ov^'cr prices twice this year ns a result of 
the world oil glut. 


VIENNA. July 9 (R) — Iran is neguiiating 
with bastein European countries and Turkey 
for as^stance in developing its petrochemical 
industry, the OPEC news agency OPbLNA 
has said here.

Estimated at $7 billion 

Russians to bank on gold for grain imports 


LONDON. July 9 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union will continue its heavy grain imports 
for the rest of the decade, using ail its surp- 
lus gold production to pay for them, a spe- 
cial seminar on Soviet commodities and 
finance was told here. 

Specialists said that Moscow would be 
able to settle its debts by selling oil. gold and 
arms, but that Bulgaria. Czechodnvakia. 
Romania and Poland would be less fortu- 
nate. 

International Wheat Council executive 
Kcretary Jean Parotie said Soviet grain 
imports in the 1982/83 season would be 
around the 42/45 million ton mark, as they 
were in the 1981/82 season. 

But he added that the imports would case 
off to about 25/30 million tons in the second 


half of the decade. 

Parotte estimated the cost of 1981/82 
grain mports. excluding fre^t charges, at 
$7 biilion and that the import bill for the last 
decade bad reached nearly S40. billion. 

But stressing Moscow’s cash-flow prob- 
lems was Nottingham. University academic 
Dr. David Childs, who said the net Sovnet 
debt to the West had risen over 2.000 per- 
cent between 1971 and 1981 to $23.7 bD- 
lion. 

Over the same period Poland's debt rose ' 
even more sharply — by 2.775 percent to 
S23bUIion. . 

Dr. Childs estimated that East Germany 
owed a net SI i A biliion to the .West at the 
end of 1981 (np 8S0 percenton 1971). and 
Romania SIO bilfion (up 773 percenl). He 


m id Warsaw pact countries — the Soviet 
Union. Bulgaria. Czechoslovakia. East 
Germany. Poland. Romania and Hungary 
— owed an estimated $81.4 bQlion to the 
West on Dec. 31. 

Tuiiiing to energy. Dr. Childs said the 
USSR had the worid's biggest oil produc- 
tion over 500 million tons last year.

CARACAS. July 9 (R) — Venezuela’s 
economy should improve more strongly next 
year though much depends on uncertain oil 
prospects.

Ugueto was attending finance committee 
hearings on a draft 1983 budget of $18.7 
billion, virtually unchanged on this year’s fig- 
ure. which was revised downwards in March 
as a result of declining oil prices. 

Planning Minister Maritza Izaguirre said 
internal gross domestic product growth is 
targetted at 2.S percent compared with this 
years expected 1 .3 percent figure. Last year 
GDP grew by one percent, according to cen- 
tral bank estimates. 

Ligueto said 1983 budget estimates are 
preliminary and depend substantially on oil 
market trends over the next few months. He 
said fmal figures will be presented in 
October. 

The finance ministry is. meanwhile, basing 
next year's draft budget on oil production of 
2.12 million barrels per day. some 600.000 
bpd above present levels, with exports target- 
ted at 1 .7 million against this year’s projected 
1.42 million bpd. 

Energy and Mines Minister Humberto 
Calderon Beni said Wednesday Venezuela 
has sufficient expon demaiid to produce 1 .8 
million bpd now but it would be prudent to

Argentina raises 
e^ott duties: 


BUENOS AIRES. July 9 (R) — The 
Ar. mine Economy Ministry has raised 
exFN Hi duties for grains, beef, wool and other 
agrici Itural commodities by 1 5 percent, to 2.5 
percent effective immdiately. from 10 per- 
cent previously, local grain sources said. 

iiie grains market had been waiting for the 
gov ernment to disclose the new expon duties 
announced in a speech by new Economy 
Minister Jose Dagnino Pastore last Monday, 
but new developments concerning exchange 
rates have prevented the market from getting 
staned again. 

The expon duties on agricultural exports 
are aimed at offsetting the impact of a 22 
percent devaluation of the peso-dollar rate 
on domestic prices and raise additional 
revenue to help balance the government 
budget. 

The commercial peso-dollar rate, which 
has been set at about 20.000 pesos against 
1 .5.700 prior to the devaluation, coupled with 
25 percent expon duties, yields an effective 
return of about 15.000 pesos per dollar. 

Meanwhile, ‘the peso-dollar rate on the 
financial foreign exchange market used for 
tourism, insurance and freight costs and fore- 
ign loans, on TTiursday shot up to 33.000 
pesos per dollar from 25,000 when the two- 
tier market was introduced last Tuesday. 


S. African mine 
staff seeks pay hike 


JOHANNESBURG. July 9 (R) - The 
14.000 underground officials at South Afri- 
can mines arc seeking a new pay review with 
employers after white miners accepted a 12 
percent compromise pay deal earlier this 
week, underground officials association sec- 
retary Doc Coertze said. 

He told Reuters the association, a regis- 
tered trade union representing white senior 
non-manascment supervisory staff, is seek- 
ing a 1 4 percent pay rise. It earlier accepted a 
nine percent increase at the annual Teview. 

Chamber of Mines labor adviser Johan 
Licbenberg said the chamber, which repres- 
ents employers, told all three officials' associ- 
ations that the chamber will negotiate a 
further wage review. The Mine Surface Offi- 
cials' Association is in dispute with the 
chamber fnllnwing the annual review, and has 
applied for a conciliation board to be set up. 
The Technical Officials' Association accepted 
a nine percent pay rise earlier. 

A possible strike by South Africa's 22,II0U 
while miners was averted earlier this week 
when unions and employers agreed a 12 per- 
cent increase in standard rates of pay.

Hie inter- 
governmental Council of Copper Exporting 
Countries (CIFEC) begins a two-day meet- 
ing in Lima on Monday. 

With Chile. Zambia and Zaire. Peru is one 
of the worid's top four copper exporters. Its 
foreign exchange earnings have been hard hit 
by copper's decline from an average price of 
99 cents per pound in 1980 to less than 70 
cents. 

Besides playing host to next week's CIPEC 
conference. Peru will provide the organiza- 


tion's next secretarv generaL Kuezynski has 
already moved to'smoothover tzsditioiial dis- 
trust l^tween Chfle and Peru and between 
the Latin American and Afirican producers, a 
rock on which many previous copper agree- 
ments have foundered. 

Kuezynski held informal talks with the 
Chilean and Zambian minister of mines ear- 
lier this week. He smd the three countries had 
reached broad agreement that CIPEC mem- 
bers must work together if the organization 
was to succeed. He smd all three, countries 
opposed cutting production to push up prices. 


BERNE, July 9 (R) —The Swiss consumer 
price index rose 6.2 percent year on year in 
June compared with S.9 percent in May, the 
Federal Office for Industry, Trade and Labor 
said.

BrazU oil output 
shows 20% rise 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 9 (AP) — 
Brazilian oil production averaged 259.U0U 
barrels a day in the first half of 1 982. up 20 
percent from a yeat earlier, according to pre- 
liminary figures released by the state oil 
company Petrobra . 

June production was 252,000 barrels a 
day, the lowest level since February. Peirob- 
ras said. The company explained (he decline 
was due mostly to temporary shutdowns for 
equipment changes in offshore fields in the 
important Laxnpos Basin, neat Rio. . . 

Production in early July already has' 
jumped to 269,000 barrels daily, Petrobras 
said. The oil company confirmed forecasts^ 
that production' would top'3U'Q.0(j0 barrels'a 
day by ysap's end.

Tbe.United States Department of Agricul- 
ture forecasts a Soviet grain crop of 1 85 mil- 
lion tons, well short of 225 million ton target 
set by Soviet planners.

Bechtel makes giant strides 


WASHINGTON. July 9 (Rj — Bechtel, 
the San Francisco construnion company, 
which has provided two cabinet secretaries to 
the Reagan administration, has gained the 
reputation of being a builder of the colossal. 

Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger left 
his Bechtel post at the beginning of the 
Ronald Reagan presidency to become 
defense secretary. Now Bechtel President 
Lcorge Shultz has resigned to become secret- 
ary of state in place of Alexander Haig. 

The family-owned corporation founded by 
a German rancher at the turn of the century 
has among its past and present building pro- 
jects a city of 300.000 now arising on the 
Saudi Arabian desert, the trans-Aiaska 
pipeline and about half the nuclear power 
plants in the United States. 

Kristy* Machlanski. a Bechtel spokesman, 
says: ”We have gained the reputation for 
being able to do the mega-project, the very, 
very* large, complex project." Bechtel, with 
contracts last year for SI0.6 billion of build- 
ing projects, is the largest U.S. construction 
company. 

It employs 45.000 people around the world 
now* has 1 1 3 major projects under way in 21 
countries. 

Some of these are very big indeed. The 
Saudi Arabian city of Jubail. an industrial city 
of petro-chemical and other plants and huge 
suburbs, will spread over an area the size of 
Greater London. It will take 1 5 more years to 
buDd and has already cost S9 billion. 

Another project Bechtel has on its hands is 
cleaning up the mess of radioactive water left 
by the accident at the Three Mile Island nuc- 
lear power plant in Pennsylvania in 1979.

HOUSTON. July 9 — The Oakland Raid- 
ers and the Los Angeles Coiiseura Commis- 
sion have reached agreement on a lease, 
clearing the way for the National Football 
League (NFL) team to move immediately to 
the nation's third largest city. 

The new agreement did not consider a 
California Supreme Court ruling in June that 
gave the city of Oakland rights of eminent- 
domain to seize the team and keep it in Oak- 
land.

But if the eminent- 
domain proceedings result in Oakland seizing 
the team, the Raiders could be forced back to 
Oakland.

Court ruling would prohibit the Raiders from 
making the move to the L.A. Coliseum, 
which has been vacant. since the L.A. Rams 
moved to Aneheim in 1980. 

Davis argued that Oakland's 54, 000-scat 
Coliseum could not compete with the finan- 
cial prospects available at the 90,0UQ-seai 
Los 'Angeles Coliseum. If the move does 
materialize, Los Angeles would join New 
York as the only metropolitan area housing 
two NFL teams.

he said. “The others will have to pull their 
weight from now on." 

Salazar will have Rono and the two Por- 
tuguese stars. Carlos Lopes and Fernando 
Mamede. for company on Friday night. Two 
weeks ago in Oslo Lopes bettered Mamede's 
European record with a time of 27min 
24.39sec. after Salazar had done most of (he 
pace-work. Salazar finished second in an 
American record 27:25.61. 

Two days ago in Stockholm Salazar pulled 
Rono to a then season-leading 13:8.97 in the 
5,000 meters. The American was also passed 
by another Kenyan. Peter Koech. and 
finished third in 13:1 1.93 — another Ameri- 
can record. 

“ In my last two races I did all the work and 
was passed on the last lap," Sala 2 ar said, 
"From now on Til run for myself. If we reach 
5,000 meters around 13min. 35sec. Friday 
and it's not too hot then anything is possible." 
he said. 

However, Rono. who lost his 5,000 meters 
world record to Britain's Dave Moorcioft in 
Oslo might not be quite so prepared to let 
another of his records slip. 

Salazar still feels he has a better chance of 
winning the marathon in the 1984 Los 
Angeles Olympics, although he believes that 
by then he will have the 1 0,000 meters world 


record in his pocket. If not Friday night then 
on another occasion within the next two 
years. ‘Tm still fairly hiexperienced,'* be 
said, " Each season Fve improved by about 1 5 
seconds and there’s no reason it should stop.” 

Meanwhile. David Moorcroft’s sensational 
world mark ; in the 5,000 m was nothing 
unusual for Oslo's Bislett Stadium which has 
served as the stage for a total of 41 world 
records.

The stadium was built in the 1920s and has 
not been modernized since the 1952 Winter 
Olympics. Its stands are drab grey concrete 
and the synthetic track that was laid in 1971 is 
now worn and patchy. Located in downtown 
OIso, Bislett is not exempt from smog and 


pollution. But as Mowetoft said after his race, 
the stadium is unique. 

While athletics competitions elsewhere can 
be dull affehs, Bislett fans cheer and push 
runners to perform their maximum. Because 
the track has only six lanes instead of the ■ 
eight found in most modern stadiums, spec- 
tators are closer to the action. 

Moorcroft estimated that the support of 
t be crowd helped him ga m a secoiid ox two on 
each lap. Sebattian Coe, who has broken the 
world record on each of his four previous' 
appearances at Bislett, agrees, and so does 
Steve Ovett, who comes back every year.

Robson to lay stress on attacking soccer 


IPSWICH,' July 9 (AFP) — Bobby Rob- 
son. foe. newly appointed England soccer 
manager, will be applying bold measures in 
preparing a strong English side for the future. 

He also stressed that he will lay more 
accent on attack and would form a team with 
a direct and positive way of playing. "We 
must iry to get foe ball more forward than we 
had been doing “ said Ron GTeenwood* s suc- 
cessor, explaining there had recently been a 
decline in forward tactics and “too much 
square passing.” 

"Of course fm dependent on what the 
country can produce through football league 
clubs but 1 think we have a lot of youngsters 
coming up.” Robson would be thrown into 
the deep end at once with EnglancTs first 
game in tbe 1984 European Championship 
against Denmark in Copenhagen, on Sep- 
tember 22. 

England are in a group with Hungary, 
Denmark. Greece and Luxembourg and 
' Robson will be hoping that he can make an 
impact in this tournament before the enxt 
World Cup in Colombia in 1 986. He returned 
home along with the England team, but he 
will fly back to Madrid to watch Sunday's 
final. 

— -Robson^s reported salary of 75, QUO pounds 
sterling as tbe new manager of the England 
football team puts him well up among the 
captains of industry in the pay league in Bri- 
tain. In the beady world of sport, where top 


names can pull in millions in prize money, 
advertising and piomoitons, it is still a com- 
paratively modest figure. 

Zicu. the Brazilian World Cup striker, nets 
4.000 pounds a week in club salary alone, and 
even Peter Shilton. England and Noiiingham 
Forest goalkeeper and one of the highest- 
paid English players gets an estimated 70,i i(i0 
pounds a year from his club. 

Robson's deal will nevertheless put him 
well ahead of other European soccer club 
managers in straight salary. West German 
Manager Jupp Derwall gets 25.000 pounds 
for running his country's national team, and 
Enzo Bcarzot, the Italian manager, gels no 
more than 1 6,000 pounds a year for his work. 

Robson will earn 40,000 pounds more than 
a cabinet minister. 30.000 pounds mure than 
admirals, generals and air chief marshals, and 
25.00(1 pounds more than a high court judge. 
He will pull in 1 0.000 pounds more than Brit- 
ish railchairman. Sir Peter Parker and 2U.0UU 
pounds more than Sir Derek Ezra earned as 
National Coal Board chief until he retired 
recently. 

Those who know Robson describe the 
49-year-old New castle 'Geordie' as a "work 
maniac” and he himself has described his task 
as“monumenial.’' More than fifty people in 
Britain earn in e.xcess of 85,000 pounds a 
year, and six earn more than 200.000 pounds. 

Richard Gordiano, chief executive of the 
BOC group, formerly British Oxygen is top 


of the league. He earns 477,0uu pounds and 
his wage rise alone la«i year was nearly three 
limes what Robson will earn. 

Meanwhile. Patrick Cobbold, chairman of 
English First Division club Ipswich, has made 
it clear that the club's manager Bobby Rob- 
son will not lose all contact with the club now 
that he is the new England manager. 

"Though Bobbv Robson has been offered 
u fivc-vear contract bv the Football Associa- 
tion. he will continue, on a purely voluntary 
basis, as consultant to Ipswich." Cobbold 
said, while announcing that Bobbv Ferguson 
will become the new Ipswich team manager. 

"We arc maintaining continuity with the 
minimum of alteration. W'c will still have the 
father figure behind us at the same time as 
giving people inside the club the chance to 
prove themselves even more." 

"1 am perfectly delighted with the 
ariangcmem reached with the fullest cooper- 
aiiunofihe Football Associaiiun. Bobby will 
continue to live in Ipswich but he will be on 
the F.A. payroll." said Cobbold. Asked who 
would be responsible for transfer deals on 
behalf of Ipswich. Cobbold said: '“1 would 
imagine that it would be a combination of 
Bobby Robson and Bobby Ferguson." 

Ferguson became pan of the Ipswich suc- 
cess story icn years ago after having made an 
unhappy start in football management with 
Newport County.

Italian coach Enzo Bearzot was ail praise ft 
his players who beat Poland 2*0 to book pr 
sage into the finals. ' 

"The key to the final was the solidity of r 
team's morale through out tough moment 
said Bearzot. 

"1 felt immediately we were on the way 
the final because Poland had difficulties co* 
ing through our defense, which was very tigf. 
and gave away one opponuniiy in the who' 
game. Then, after the first goal, 1 was cor.f'- 
dent because our team easily managed to 
keep control of the ball fut long periods, 
maintaining its cool all the time. 

"1 feel like a pro who has reached t'r.e most 
hnportant goal in his professioiial career." 
Bearzot added. "We will play the final with 
the same humble altitude wc have had sc far 
of full respect for our opponents, no matter 
who they are. but also with the same determi- 
nation we've had from the first round the 
same pattern of play. We haven't changed 
except that now we score on the oppor- 
tunities we get." 

"We scored seven goals in our last i.hree 
games because we have centered our training 
on speed." he said. The match with Poland 
was different tactically from Italy's contents 
with Argentina and Brazil. The Poles, who 
normally play 4-3-3. played 4-4-2. They 
packed the midfield hoping we'd go out in 
front and we didn't. We were faster, every 
time they attacked we had lime t\> set up out 
defense and every time we attacked they 
panicked," Bearzot said. 

Like West Germany. Italy won through to 
their fourth final they won in 1934 and 1938 
and were runners up in 1970 — but the man- 
ner of their 2-0 semifinal win over Poland in 
Barcelona was in complete contrast to the 
cliffhanger in Seville. 

They simply outclassed the Poles, once 
again the immaculate finishing of Paolo Rossi 
shining as the brightest jewel in their sparkl- 
ing performance. Just as he had done in the 
3-2 win over Brazil on Monday, the Juvenius 
striker monopolized the scoring with a goal in 
each half. 

Rossi, back to his very best form after a 
two-year suspension, rarely misses an 
appointment with the ball when there is a 
scoring chance. Today he positioned himself 
perfectly to turn in Giancarlo .Amogninrs 
ffeekick after 21 minutes and to head home 
Bruno Conifs cross in the 72nd minute.

For maiden double ton 


Botham flogs Indian attack 


LONDON, July 9 (AFP) — Ian Botham 
maintained his massacre of foe Indian bow- 
lers as he raced to his maiden double century 
for his higbest-ever in Tests on foe second 
day of foe third final Cricket Test at the Oval 
Friday morning. 

En^and. overnight 329 for three, piled up 
a massive 562 for seven at tea with Randall 
batting 70 and Bob Taylor keeping him com- 
pany without opening his account. 

India were without their skipper Gavaskar, 
who had to leave the field with a hit on his leg 
late Thursday while fielding in foe silly point 
position. Viswanafo. who led the side, mar- 
shalled his modest bowling well, but Botham 
was not to be contained. 

It was Ian Botham once ag^ in sole com- 
mand for foe second successive day. After 
Alam Lamb had completed bis maiden Test 
century, getting the four runs he needed eariy 
in the day. Botham took over. He soon fol- 
lowed Lamb to foe three-figure mark and it 
looked like both would dig in. 

But a misunderstanding gave India their 
only w icket of the morning. I^mb. going for a 
second run. was run out by Shastri for 1 07. 
The wicket fell at 36 1 . Botham, however. w>as 
not to be stopped. He savaged the medicore 
Indian attack, especially Doshi. to reach 1 50 
in just a quarter of an hour before lunch. The 
figure passed Botham's best in Tests, eclips- 
ing his 1 49 at Leeds against Austria. 

Botham reached his 200 with a sweep of 
Doshi and it came in 268 minutes off 220 
balls. This was foe first double century by an 
Englishman since David Gowei's at Birmin- 
gham in 1979. also against India. Botham 
lifted Doshi for another six before virtually 
throwing away his wicket. He played his favo- 
rite '‘backhand” sweep off Doshi and was 
snapped up by ’Viswanafo for 208. His tenure 
included 1 9 fours and three sixes. 

Derek Pringle joined RandaO but did not 


survive for long. Pringle was beaten by the 
spin of Doshi as he stepped out for a big hit. 
Wicketkeeper Syed Kirmani whipped off the 
bails in a flash. Pringle had made nine. Next 
batsman Phil Edmonds was caught by substi- 
tute Ghulam Parkar for 14 as Bob Taylor 
kept Randall company till tea.

Delgado to stop the fight because of a severe 
cut over the left eye of the younger Torres. 

'ntompson, who weighed *1 54. pounds (70 
kgs): now has a 12-4 record while the 
younger Torres, who was floored in each of 
foe first two rounds, fell to 15-1-1. The 
Younger lorres scaled 153 pounds (69 kgs).

Gandhi condemns 


invasion of Lebanon 


NEW DELHI. Ju!y«( API — Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi said Friday countries" who 
are in a position in influence Israel" should 
trv to persuade it to lift the siege of West 
Beirut and withdraw its troops. Mrs. Gandhi 
told parliament she has already written to 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan. French Pres- 
ident Francois Mittcrand and tnher leaders 
with such a request. 

"This Israeli action isa flagrant violation of 
all canons of international law and behavior." 
Mt 5. Gandhi said. “It is indicative of an 
arrogance which has shown callous disregard 
for the rights of other nations and peoples.” 
She added that “history is replete with 
instances of the failure of militaiy force to 
crush popular movements.” and "Israeli 
attempts to wipe out the Palestinian move- 
ment cannot succeed in the long run." 


China dubs

BANGKOK. July Q (RI — Non- 
Communist countries in Southeast Asia Fri- 
day greeted w'ith caution Vietnam's offer of a 
panial troop withdrawal from Kampuchea 
but China denounced it as a diplomatic trick. 

Hanofs call for an intemarionaJ confer- 
ence on Southeast Asia also found no suppor- 
ters among its Asean neighbors — Thailand. 
Indonesia. Malaysia, the Philippines and 
Singapore. 

Thailand, the front-line member of 
Asean — the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations — saw the Vietnamese overtures as 
an attempt to legitimize its military occupa- 
tion of Kampuchea. 

Vietnamese Foirei^ Minister Nguyen Co 
Thach announced in Ho Chi Minh City two 
days ago that Hanoi would unilaterally pull 
out a significant number of troops from 
Kampuchea. 

Vietnam, backed by the Soviet Union, has 
stationed about 200.000 troops in Kam- 
puchea since it toppled the Peking-backed 
Khmer Rouge government of Pol Pot more 
than three years ago. 

China's ofBcial New China News Agency 
said Hanofs withdrawal offer might be 
designed to distract attention while it put 
more troops in Kampuchea. 

“This is also a put-up stance taken by the 
Vietnamese authorities to gain economic aid 
from the Western countries to meet its pres- 
sing needs." it added. China provides all the 
material suppiort for the Khmer Rouge guer- 
rillas. the main fighdng force which has 
formed a coalition with two non-Communist 
resistance groups to force the Vietnamese out 
of Kampuchea. 


A Thai Foreign Ministry spokesman said 
that HanoPs proposals only reaffirmed its 
aim of involving Thailand in the Kam- 
puchean conflict. Any international confer- 
ence on Kampuchea should be held under the 
auspices of the United Nations, he said. 

In Singapore, a Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said; “There should first of all be a 
commitmeot from Vietnam that it would 
withdraw all of its estimated 200.000 sol- 
diers.” 

Austrian Foreign Minister Willibald Pahr. 
also chairman of the U.N.-appointed Inter- 
national Conference on Kampuchea (ICK). 
will visit Hanoi next week and will brief 
ASEAN officials when he returns to Bang- 
kok. 

Vietnam invaded Kampuchea in 
December. 1978. and ousted the Khmer 
Rouge government in Phnom Penh. A 
Vietnamese-backed government was set up 
in the Kampuchean capital and Vietnam had 
maintained its troops to pacify the country 
and contain guerrillas loyal to Perf Pot. the 
former Khmer Rouge leader. 

Vietnam has stated that a total troop with- 
drawal from Kampuchea would only take 
place once the threat it perceives from China 
ends. The latest diplomatic initiative to end 
Chinese suppon reaching the guerrillas 
through Thailand was seen by the Hanoi- 
based diplomats as a flrst step to removing 
that threat. 

The three Indochinese countries recom- 
mended that a “safety zone” be set up on 
either side of the Thai-Kampuchea frontier 
to be policed by the Thai army on one side 
and Kampuchean troops on the other. 

Vietnamese troops would withdraw from 
the border region where an estimated 20.000 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas have their main 
strongholds. 

An earlier proposal for a demilharized 
zone along the frontier was rejected by the 
Bangkok government on grounds that polic- 
ing on both sides would interfere with Thai 
sovereignty. 

Unked to the withdrawal and the establ- 
ishment of the safety zone was an ofler to 
hold an international conference to establish 
peace in Southeast Asia. Participants would 
include the live ASEAN countries, the three 
Indochinese countries. Bunna and India, and 
the guarantors of previous international 
agreements on Indochina, the United States. 
Britain. France. China and the Soviet Union. 



Mrs. Gandhi addressed the lower house as 
her foreign minister. P.V. Narasimha Raa 
told the upper house that India has “under 
serious consideration” ' shutting dowm the 
consulate of Israel in Bombay, the only 
Israeli government representation in India. 
His statement esune one day after the Indian 
government accused the Israeli consul at 
Bombay. Yosef Hassecn. of meddling in 
domestic af^irs and ordered him to leave by 
Saturday. 

The govempnent said Hasseeo had made 
obiectionable statements not in keeping with 
his consular duties in a Bombay newspaper 
interview saying that Indian sympathies for 
Israel were poisoned by a powerfii! lobby of 
Arab diplomats and Indian Muslims. 

The original announcement of Hasseen's 
expulsion said the tiny Bombay consulate 
could continue to function. Rao's statement 
about seriously considering the strong 
demands for closing the consulate itself drew 
a chnnjs of cheers. 

In the lower house. Satyasadan Chak- 
raborty. a Communist, and some others 
demanded closing of the Bombay consulate. 
Ram Jethmalani of the rightist Bharatiya 
Janata (Indian peoples) Party was shouted 
down when he tried to speak in favor of 
Israel. Jethmalani was named in the interview 
by Hasseen as being among his " best friends" 
in Indian politics. 

Hasseen said in the interview that in India 
"we have many politicians favorable to us 
and friendly to us... (but) It is a lost 
cause.. .Indian politicians promise much 
when they meet us privately, but don't deliver 
in public... Ynur politicians are afraid of the 
Arabs, they are afraid that Iraq will cancel 
their contracts. Saudi Arabia will stop accept- 
ing laborers..." 

Hasseen cited Japan as an example of a 
country much more dependent on Arab oU 
than India but. unlike India, he said, "they 
found a way of how to deal with the Arabs 
without leading the anti-Israeli camp...Our 
feeling is that you (India) are competing with 
Pakistan in who is more anti-Israeli.. .This 
way you think will impress the Arabs." 

After the interview was printed in Bom- 
bay's Odserver newspaper, friends 

quoted Hasseen as saying he was getting 
about 30 letters a day praising his views. They 
did not say how many criticized them. 

After announcement of the expulsion 
order, police reinforcements were sent to 
guard the consulate on Bombay's Pedder 
Road and Hasseen sent word that he would 
not talk to reporters. 

Acquaintances said he had already been 
chosen as Israel's next ambassador to 
Panama and he and his wife had sent invita- 
tions to a July 1 7 farewell party in Bombay. 


Reagan order 
postpones strike 


SANTA BARBARA. July 9 (R) — Presi- 
dent Reagan has issued an executive order 
forcing a 60-day postponement of a 
threatened strike Sunday by 40,000 locomo- 
tive engineers. 

The president set up an emergency board 
to study the contract dispute between the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
(BLE) and the country's major freight lines, 
represented by the National Railway Labor 
Conference. The emergency board has 30 
days to submit its findings to the president, 
and the law provides another 30-day period 
in which labor and management must seek to 
settle their differences. ■ 

President Reagan's announcement said he 
acted on the finding of the National Media- 
tion Board that a strike would deprive many 
parts of the country of essential transport 
services. An official of the BLE said the 
union represents about 98 percent of all 
engineers operating trains nationwide. 

Presidential spokesman Larry Speakes 
said a walkout would interfere with transport 
of coal, winter wheat and other vital com- 
modities. He estimated a one-week strike 
would mean the loss of 620,000 jobs, and a 
four-week stoppage would cost 1.1 million 
jobs. 

The strike threat followed failure of the 
National Mediation Board to solve a dead- 
lock between rhe engineers and the railways 
over a new contract. 

In London. Britain's state-owned railway 
Thursday decided to persevere with a limited 
service next week in the hope a national 
strike by 25.00U train drivers would crumble. 
In parliament. Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher congratulaled members of the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen (ASLEF) who had defied their 
union and reported for work. British Rail 
(BR) announced it would not lay off workers 
next week despite the strike. 

It said it had so far operated about 10 per- 
cent of normal passenger services in the last 
two days. 

The drivers walked out last Sunday over 
British RaiFs intention to replace a guaran- 
teed eight-hour working day by more flexible 
schedules to improve productiviry and cut 
heavy losses. ASLEF leader Ray Bucklon. 
who has accused British Rail of trying to 
smash his small union, said his men were 
continuing to show solidarity against the 
changed working arrangements being intro- 
duced without agreement.

Island battlefields still littered with dead 


PORT STANLEY. Falkland Islands. July 
9 (AP) — More than three weeks after tte 
end of the Falklands conflict, tbe hilltop bat- 
tlefields around this island capital are still 
littered with Argentine dead. 

British military officiab say that as Argen- 
tine defenders fell back from the high ground 
before their surrender on June 14. they scat- 
tered thousands of mines in unmarked fields. 
Until these are cleared, the Briltsh-say, Brit- 
ish soldiers cannot recover the bodies. 

Also left behind were mountains of arms 
and ammunition — some of it highly unstable 
— and a number of booby traps. 

Capt. Brian Lloyd of the Royal Engineer 
said Wednesday that he bad discovered a 
grenade booby trap wedged under the floor 
boards of (he Port Stanley school building. 

Meanwhile, Britain's civil administrator in 
the Falklands says Argentina has a role in the 
islands' future despite the 74-day war that 


cost nearly l.OOU lives on both sides. 

But for the moment, civil commissioner 
Rex Hum said the altitude of the 1 .800 islan- 
ders is: “Thank God we are still alive." 

Hunt, the former Falklands governor who 
returned in a downgraded role two weeks 
ago, said; “ 1 think in six tnontbs' time or so we 
may be able to get some rational thought and 
talk and discussion.” 

He was speaking Wednesday night with the 
fitst group of non-British correspondents 
allowed onto the islands since the conflict 
erupted April 2.

Japanese oppose American lawyers’ entry 


TOKYO. July 9 (R) — A campaign by the 
United States to allow American lawyers to 
practice in Japan has met stilT resistance from 
Japanese lawyers. They are showing them- 
selves to be even less willing to make trade 
concessions than the nation' s busiiresmen or 
bureaucrats. 

Washington demanded at negotiations last 
March on bilateral trade with Japan that 
Tokyo allow U.S. lawyers to practice here. 
The demand is in line with a general insis- 
tence by Washington that Japan not only 
import more foreign products but also make 
room for service industries from abroad. 

The Japanese government, in its latest 
package of import promotion measures in 
late May, urged tbe Japan Federation of Bar 
Associations (Nichibenren) and (he Ameri- 
can Bar Association (ABA) to find a quick 
solution to the U.S. demand. 

But the secretary-general of tbe Japanese 
federation. Shunji Higuchi. said; "The ques- 
tion of lawyers is absolutely irrevlevaot to 
trade friction. Whatever pressure from the 
United States, it is a matter of Japan's 
sovereignty to be determined only by Japan- 
ese lawyers.” 

Higuchi told Reuters that bis federation 
had told the Japanese government to stay out 
of the matter, saying the Nichibenren was an 
autonomous bodv under law. 


Bui the Japanese lawyers' body agreed tO 
meet late last month with the ABA's special 
committee on cooperation with foieign and 
international organizations. However, the 
ABA'S board of governors told its special 
com'miliee not to send anyone to the prop- 
osed meeting, telling ii ”to withdraw dip- 
lomatically.” 

While the Nichibenren refuses to allow tbe 
Japanese government to negotiate on the 
subject, the ABA takes tbe opposite view. In 
a recent telegram to Higuchi, ABA president 
David Brink said his organization was volun- 
tary and lacked the authority to speak offi- 
cially for the U.S. legal profession. 

“We deeply respect your federation and 
the lawyers of Japan.” Brink said. But be^ 
added that tbe ABA board bad concluded the' 
question was “more properly a subject for 
government-to-governroeni discussions or 
for discussion with interested bar associations 
of the individual (American) states.” 

But the Tokyo government appears reluc- 
tant to become involved in the question, and 
one Justice Ministry official said; "Jr's up to 
the Nichibenren.” Higuchi said that neither 
the government nor parliament can proceed 
with major law revisions without its support. 
Japan has 1 2.000 lawyers, or one for every 
10.000 people, while the 550,000 in the U.S. 
means one for every 400. 


China completes head count in Tibet 


PEKING. July 9 (AP) — Census takers, 
sometimes riding 20 days on horseback to 
reach herdsmen, have completed the first 
direct head count ever in China's -remote 
Tibet region, the official Xinhua news agency 
lepofied. 

Because of the difficulties. Xinhua said 
Thursday, the census in Tibet started sev«n 
weeks before the rest of China began hs 
count on July 1 . Tibet, whose population has 
been estimated previously at 0.7 miQkra, had 
10,000 census takers, .Xinhua said, and in 
pastoral areas some went from tent to tent on 
horseback. 

In China's 1953and 1964 censuses, Tibet's 
population was not counted directly 
"because of unfavorable natural and social 
conditions" Xinhua said. 

China annexed tbe region in J 950-51. and 


pm down a rebellion there in 1 959. wbeu the 
Dalai Lama fled into foreign exile. In 1964 
the Panchen Lama, second iu Tibet's Bud- 
dhist hierarchy, criticized China's policies in 
the region. 

But the Paueben Lama, now a vice chair- 
man of the National People's Congress 
Standing Commiuee and honorary president 
of China's Buddhist Association, currently is 
back in Tibet on a two- month inspection 
tour. 

Counting throughout China is to be com- 
pleted by Saturday, but then rechecking is to 
start. Popoiation figures are not expected to 
be announced before late September and 
data on other items including employment, 
educational level, child-bearing and ages wiO 
take 2Vs years to process with 29 computers, 
census officials say.

U.S. officials here, saying Washington pre- 
fers not to become too deeply involved in tbe 
issue, said tbe case should be'discussed bet- 
ween Japanese and American lawyers. The 
issue arose in 1977 when an American law 
firm. Molbank Tweed, Hadley and McQoy. 
opened an office here after the Foxei^ 
Ministry inadvertently granted visa to its rep- 
resentative, Higuebi ^id. 

Reflecting tbe NTchlbenten's stance that 
the Japanese Lawyers' Act bans the owning 
of law offices by those' who have not passed 
tbe country's judidal exams, the Justice 
Ministry immediately restricted tbe U.S. 
firm's legal consultancy services to one 
American bank, llie l^bibenien did not 
force the office to close, although in prindple 
it remains opposed to its presence. Another 
U.S. firm bas been trying ip follow suit, 'but ‘ 
tbe Foreign Ministry basrefos^ to issue vi^ 
to its lawyers. 

Japan bas permitted foieign lawyers into 
the country on temporary visas .to- handle 
specific cases for tbeir individual clients, sucb 
as (nternationaj corporations. 

Higuchi said that bis federation's fecial 
committee bas been asked to prepare a draft 
proposal at a meeting later this year on fore- . 
ign lawyer^ practicing in Japan! This will 
tben be presented to tbe conntry’s 52 reg- 
ional bar offices for.comme'nt. 

“I don't know bow long it wrfll take os to 
reacha conclusion of yes or no to the opening 
of foreign lawyers' offices in out country,” 
Hi^chi said. 

Meanwbfle, 20 foreign lawyers have been 
practicing law in Japan with their own per- 
manent offices under special approval from 
the -supreme d)UTt granted in tbe early -1950s 
at the end of tbe U.S. occupation of Japan. . 
These lawyers, quasi-members- of - the 
Nichibenren who are not permitted to act jn a 
court of law, are what remains of an original - 
group of 70 foieign lawyers allowed to set up 
shop in Japan. 

“ Wbat American companies need iii^pan' 
is knowledge of Japanese laws, ^ere are 
between 200 and 300 Japanese lawyers who 
Speak fluent English,'’ Higuchi said.. . . 

But the secretary-general of the Nichiben- 
ren said that his federation might deal flexibly 
with tbe issue of allowing the replacement of 
foreign-lawyers for consultancy only, noting 
the concern of the West German community 
in Japan that the only German lawyer bere'is 
SOyearaold.

American World Airways, American 
Express Bank and rhe Ameifca House, a cal< 
rural institution — appeared linked and aQ 
occurred mid-rtiorning Friday, a spokesman 
said. 

Employees who witnessed tbe inddents at 
Pan Am and at the America House said no 
damage was caused except to walls daubed 
with -the! slogan “Victory to the FLO" and 
sputtered with cut-up bits of cattle meat 
burled around the airline's downtown office. 

“They were just a few people who tried to 
teH us t^t tbe FLO must be victorious," said 
Hans-Jueigeri Utermuehl of Pan Am. “They 
. sprayed tbe windows^ and then ran in with 
plastic bags full of .cow's .stomachs. “Then 
.they disappeared almost as quickly as they 
came." 

He said two masked people carried out tbe 
lightning attack, with a third keeping watch 
outside. “By the time the police came, they 
were long gone of course," be said. 

At the America House, Director. Peter 
Becskehazy said a group of eight masked per- 
sons tan into tbe building, threw five or six 
paint bags on tbe wan, and left. "It probably 
took 30 seconds," he said. He denied police 
reports there vrere windows broken and said 
there was no damage apart from tbe paint 
smears.

Iffimigiaiion and Naturalization Service in 
Atlanta, said an INS inspection officer 
boarded the Bandar KohoU to inspect the 
records of crew members who have been 
allowed ashore on previous visits bi the 
United States. 

Those crew members may be given permis- 
sion to leave the ship . but "certainly not the 


entire crew" he said. 

The Boagfer KakoG crewmen went on a 
hunger strike after U.S. immigration officials 
refused to allow them to go ashore earlier this 
week. Richard said they were denied permis- 
sion to go ashore because they were con- 
sidered “high risk." 

“Anytime a crew on any ship is desertion 
prone, we deny them entrance to the Unit^ 
Stales,” Richard said, calling the action 
against the Banglar Kaholi crew "Tonline.'' 

The hunger strikers have been aboard' tbe 
Banglar KdioU for 30 days, the ship's officers 
said. The ship has been docked in Savannah 
for five days. 
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
